WASHINGTON—Intervention by 


the United States in behalf of Ger- 
many to obtain a reduction in the in- 
demnity levied upon her by tho al- 
lies will be proposed in a resolution 
to be offered in the senate this week 
by Sen. France, iep,, of Maryland. 


Sen. France announced .his inten- 


tion of introducing the resolution to- 
day. 
Concurrently, he said, he will 


submit a plan to'fix the German in- 
demnity at 
$15,000,000,000, to be 


liquidated in part by the sale of the 
German African colonies and _the 
German cables, seized by the al:ies, 
to the United States. 


The action of the allies' commis- 


sioners in fixing tho reparations fig- 
ure at approximately $56,500,000,000 
evoked severe criticism from 
the 


Maryland senator. 


'Can't Pay Huge Sum. 


"Germany will never be able to 


pay such a colossal sum," said Sen. 
France. O "Such a huge indemnity 
will place a chattel on every article 
Germany will produce for years to 
come, and German capital and Ger- 
man workmen cannot be employed 
to produce articles wholly for the 
enrichment of other peoples." 


Describing the plan he is to pro- 


pose for the adjustment of the .in- 
demnity question as well as other 
financial problems -of the world, the 
senator stated it contains three main 
propositions. These propositions, he 
said, would: . / 


1. Fix the German indemnity 


at $15,000,000,000, or at.?l,000,- 
000;000 a year for 28 years for 
the easy payment of principal 
and accruing interest. 


2. Allow Germany a credit of 


$5,000,000;000 against the in- 
demnity for the German colonies 
in Africa and the German ca- 
bles that were taken over by 
the allies during the war. 


3. Authorize the purchase of 


the colonies and cables by the 
United States for the same sum, 
the <price to be applied to the 
debts the allies owe this coun- 
try.

Libel Action Brought by

CHICAGO—The praecipe in a 


$5,000,000 damage suit against Hen- 
ry Ford and his paper, the Dearborn 
Independent, was filed in

court on Tuesday by Morris Gest, 
theatrical producer, who alleged that 
an article in the Independent on 
Jan. 22, 1921, contained "iibcrous, 
slanderous and false statements" 
concerning Mr. Gest and 
certain 


stage productions he has handled. 


The article mentioned in the suit 


was said to have attacked "Aphro- 
dite" and "Mecca" in particular, 
terming; them the "most salacious 
spectacles ever shown in America." 


The article which was alleged to 


havo been libeloua was quoted in 
the praecipe. It asserted, that the 
American stage "was under the in- 
fluence and control of a group of 
former bootblacks, newsboys, ticket 
speculators, prize ring habitues and 
Bowery characters.' 


After saying that "Mr. Gest stalks 


before his fellow Jews'as the most 
successful producer of the year," the 
article declared that Mr. Gest was 
not a greatproducer, but a "great 
panderer to a public whose taste he 
has been no mean factor in debas- 
ing." 
Gest, it, said, sold newspa- 


pers in Boston, and in 1906 was "a 
member of a notorious gang of tic- 
ket speculators who were the bane 
of the public."

classes in Germany did not support 
their government as did those oi 
England and that with the first hint 
that German officers intended to list 
all foreign securites owned by sub- 
jects caused a wholesale exporta- 
tion of the securities into neutral 
countries. 


He ..declared that one could not 


determine a nation's buying power 
or wealth by the size of the exports. 
European countries, he said, reaped 
large revenues from the expendi- 
tures of tourists, insurance-, ocean' 
shipping and foreign investments. 


"There are benefits tnat the Unit- 


ed States received from the war," 
said Dr. Taylor, "which will be per- 
manent. The shipping of American 
goods in foreign bottoms had de- 
creased, due to the, number of ves- 
sels, now sailing under the American 
flag. Traveling 
abroad will not 


reach its former heights, as present 
economic conditions there, as well 
as the fear of social unrest, will stop 
tourists from leaving this country." 


Dr. Taylor said that European 


workers were not now capable of 
the individual effort that was once 
theirs. He asserted that the work- 
ers were now turning out less goods 
per hour than formerly.

quite agree with Mr. Wheeler, al- 
though conceeding that he was a 
broad minded man, he thought ha 
took too narrow a view of this ques- 
tion. 


And then he gave some of the par- 


tipulars in regard to the Big Four 
Co. at-Stanley. 


He said that this concern, a co- 


operative factory, paid a 10 per cent 
dividend in 1917, plus a bonus of 12 
per cent to the pea raisers, who 
were also stockholders, 


In 1918 they paid a 20 per cent 


dividend, plus the same bonus, and 
in 1919 a 10 per cent dividend, plus 
the same bonus. 


And in spite of these liberal divi- 


dends, they found that at the end 
of 1919 they had a big melon to cut, 
and they issued a stock dividend of 
80 per cent. They then decided that 
as to future earnings they would 
put 5 per cent each year in a sink- 
ing fund, then pay 10 per cent to 
stockholders, or as large a dividend 
as the profits warranted, but not 
over 10 per cent, and then ^ 10 
per cent bonus to all growers wheth- 
er they were stockholders or not. 


Mr. Wheeler asked Mr. 
Scott 


about a sal<> of stock which he had 
heard about, which he thought indi- 
cated the concern had not always 
been very profitable. Mr. Scott ex- 
plained that the company -was or- 
ganized hi 1914, but it was not un- 
til 1917 that it was Yc-organized as 
a 'co-operative enterprise. 


Prof. Theodore Macklin of the'COl- 


lege of agriculture presided at the 
conference and there were talks by 
W. P. Jones of the Wisconsin divi- 
sion of markets; E. C. Nitschk'e, 
president of the Dodge County Pea 
Growers' association; R. E. Vaughn 
of the college of agriculture; J. A. 
Hageman, secretary of the Wiscon- 
sin Pea Canners association, 
and 


Walter Schroeder, manager of the 
Wisconsin Canning Co. 


Prof. Macklin showed a table of 


all the different items that make np 
the cost of a can of peas, the -ans, 
the boxes, the selling expenses, the 
overhead charges and 
the 
green 


peas, making up a total of 1058. 
This was based on the bost of hand- 
ling the 1919 crop. 


Some of the pea growers pointed 


out that these-costs were much high- 
er in 1919 than they have been since. 
It was claimed that the cost of the 
cans is only about one-third now of 
what it was in-1919. 


The growers had some criticism 


of the factory methods, ,• and some 
advocated that instead 
of a flat 


price for peas there should be a 
graded price according to the five or 
six grades of peas. 


Steps were taken for perfecting 


an organization to be known as the 
Wisconsin1 Canning Crop 
Growers 


association. 


Its plan is to have a 
standing 


committee in each community, com- 
posed "of three persons representing 
the growers and three persons, rep- 
resenting the canners. 


Wisconsin ranks first among all 


the states of the union in producing 
canned peas, the output being valued 
at $15,000,000. 


There are a1 number of co-operat- 


ive factories. They are numerous 
in Polk,' Sawyer and Barren counties. 
In those counties there 
is also an 


association of pea canners which 
has been organized fo"r several years, 
the', officers are August Marquette, 
president; Albert Eidehl, 
Atnery, 


vice president, and John S. Klinke, 
secretary and treasurer. It exists 
for the purpose of establishing uni- 
form standards of contracts between 
farmers and the canning factories,

and fought valiantly for the preservation of our civil liberties.
